Van Buren Twp. hires first deputy police chief: Joshua Monte

At its regular meeting on May 17, the 
Van Buren Township Board of Trustees 
approved the personal services agreement 
of Joshua A. Monte as the township’s 
first deputy police chief. His base pay is 

$100,000 with other percs available. 
Monte grew up in Van Buren Township and 
attended Belleville High School. He served 
the City of Detroit for two years (1996-98) 
and then Romulus Police Department for 
24 years (1998-21). Since 2021 he has been 
employed by the Michigan State Police 
through the Michigan Commission on Law 

Enforcement Standards (MCOLES). 

VBT Police Chief Jason Wright said 
Monte is now working as gatekeeper for 
all police officers in the state of Michigan. 
Monte said he is dealing with the character 
fitness component for MCOLES to make 
sure bad officers don’t go from department 
to department. 

Chief Wright said Monte has a bachelor’s 
degree in science education from Eastern 
Michigan University and a master’s degree 
in Homeland Security and Emergency 


Management from EMU. He attended the 
FBI National Academy at Quntico, VA, 
the EMU School of Staff and Command, 
and the Police Executive and New Chiefs 
School. Chief Wright said Monte has 
experience as a field training officer, 
detective, sergeant, lieutenant, and more. 

Chief Wright said he knew Monte when 
Monte was in Romulus and Wright was 
police chief in Wayne. They both had 
attended the FBI Academy. 

“I do know your mom and dad,” said 
Supervisor Kevin McNamara to the new 
deputy chief. 

Treasurer Sharry Budd said when she 
was at the Van Buren Public Schools she 
worked with his dad and mom. His mom 
was a secretary at Rawsonville Elementary 
and his father a principal at Elwell 
Elementary School. 

Monte is the son of Joseph and Karen 
Monte of Van Buren Township. 

Van Buren Township had a public safety 
director until Gregory Laurain recently 
retired. Now it has a deputy police chief 
and a deputy fire chief.

Van Buren Twp. approves 4-day work week for employees

A four-day, 10-hour-per-day work week 
was approved as a pilot project for Van 
Buren Township employees for three 
months, beginning the week of May 30 to 
Sept. 2. 

The plan is to modify the municipal 
hours of operation to four days and to 
implement a compressed work schedule 
for employees. 

The unanimous vote of the board of 
trustees at its May 17 meeting also included 
the full-time elected official to negotiate a 
budget-neutral letter of understanding for 
this pilot program. 

The proposed compressed work schedule 
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for municipal administrative employees is 
7 a.m. to 5 p.m., Monday through Thursday. 
The proposal was discussed at length at the 
May 2 work/study session. 

“If we’re not able to negotiate a budget- 
neutral plan, this won’t happen,” said 
Supervisor Kevin McNamara. 

Treasurer Sharry Budd pointed out that 
the Department of Public Services will 
have hours of 6:30 a.m. to 3:30 p.m. in the 
letter of understanding. 

Human Resources Director Nicole 
Sumpter said they will be monitoring 
how this works and question residents, 
employees and elected officials. 

She said the survey she conducted with 
57 participants showed 71% (41) were 
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interested in a shorter work week. There 
are 60 to 64 administrative personnel, she 
said. 

Director Sumpter said she Googled it 
and as of April 1, thousands of employees 
enjoyed their first Friday off. She said if 
others do it, Van Buren Township will lose 
employees to them. 

“Is it a generational thing? I don’t know,” 
Sumpter said, referring to Treasurer Sharry 
Budd’s opposition to the proposal. “We 
need to try new things.” 

She said now the hours are 7:30 a.m. to 4 
p.m. for five days. The trial period will be 
from 7 a.m. to 5 p.m. for four days. 

“I support it,” Sumpter said. “My job is to 
take on what the board wants.” 

“This has come to us for four straight 
years,” said Supervisor McNamara. “It’s a 
three-month trial.” He said he assumes the 
unions will have questions, he said, noting 
it has to be cost neutral and good for the 
union. 

“I don’t know what the residents will 


think of this,” McNamara said. 

“I'm leery about township hall being 
closed one day a week,” said Trustee Kevin 
Martin. 

“Td like to make you happy, but I can’t,” 
McNamara said. 

“I don’t want you to make me happy. 
These are my concerns,” Trustee Martin 
said.

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School board agrees 1.75 mills would be better for sinking fund

The Van Buren Public Schools Board of 
Education discussed how much millage to 
put on the sinking fund ballot in November 
and informally decided that 1.75 mills 
would be better than the 1.5 mills suggested 
at the May 9 board meeting. 

This is to replace the 0.5 mill that had 
been approved for seven years and is 
expiring. The Headlee Amendment has 
reduced that to 0.4870 mill. 

The board is expected to pass a resolution 
at its June 13 meeting to have the ballot 
call for 1.75 mills for 6 years starting in 
2023. This would put the date of the next 
election on a presidential election year 
which board members agreed brings out 
more voters. 

School Supt. Pete Kudlak had prepared 
a chart showing other districts and how 
much millage they are levying. 

He said going to 1.75 mills would still 
leave Van Buren Public Schools in the 
bottom half of the school districts as far as 
millage levied. 


Board president Amy Pearce said the 
board had discussed 2.00 mills, but she 
agrees 1.75 is “where we need to be.” 

Matt Hiser of Thrun Law was present 
to explain the resolution and approval of 
the ballot wording needed to be passed at 
the next meeting for it to be on the Nov. 8 
ballot. 

He said new rules say the sinking fund 
can be used for security improvements, 
technology, and buying real estate, as well 
as maintenance of buildings and property. 

Supt. Kudlak said with money to be used 
on buildings, it leaves more of the district’s 
other funds to be used in the classrooms. 

In the board packet for the meeting were 
pages listing things board members legally 
can and can’t do to support or opposed the 
ballot proposal, prepared by the Thrun 
Law Firm. 

In other business at Monday’s one-hour- 
and-50-minute meeting, the board: 

e Approved the 2022-23 membership 
in the Michigan High School Athletic 
Association for Belleville High School 
and McBride Middle Schools; 


e Approved the Wayne RESA 2022-23 
budget. The total budget over all funds is 
$516.5 million; 

e Heard spring building presentations 
from McBride, Rawsonville and Savage 
schools; 

e Approved the employment of Brandy 
Cavazos as lead preschool teacher at the 
Early Childhood Development Center and 
Amy Ballard as the Lead Infant/Toddler 
teacher at the ECC, both as of Sept. 1; 

e Approved the resignation of BHS 
teacher Hannah Sabol as of May 18 after 
five years of service; 

e Approved hiring Sherree Smith as a 
school bus driver as of May 4; 

e Approved the retirement of Jacquelyn 
Kuclo-Zweng after 13 years in the BHS 
food service department as of May 20; and 
the resignation of Nicholas Cadeau from 
Buildings & Grounds as of May 25 after 
two years of service; and 

e Heard resident Reg Ion say he had 
retired from the school district as head 
custodian after 24 years of service and 
ran the sound equipment for school board 


meetings for 20 years, so he has been to 
many school board meetings. He said the 
reports of guns at the school was disturbing 
and the statement about metal detectors 
being “racist” was not right and he doesn’t 
think the superintendent should say such 
things. He said Supt. Kudlak just said he 
doesn’t want them and that’s the reason 
they won’t have them. Ion said he doesn’t 
like metal detectors, either, but he’d rather 
have them in place than have something 
happen and wish they had had them. Ion 
said, actually, they should have been built 
in when the new school was built. He said 
the superintendent threatened to leave 
if they put in metal detectors and that 
reminded him of Michael Van Tassel who 
also used to threaten to quit if he didn’t 
get his way. Ion said if Kudlak can’t take 
it, maybe this is not the job for him. Ion 
also asked about the use of the pool by the 
community who paid for it, the way they 
used to do it, and the flagpole he has asked 
them about for a year or more. 


Belleville DDA votes to chip in 10% for grant for Victory Park/Station

At its regular May 18 meeting the Belleville 
Downtown Development Authority voted 
unanimously to pay 10% of the matching 
grant -- $27,200 -- for the hoped-for 
$272,000 in upgrades of Victory Park and 
Victory Station. 

The Belleville City Council already agreed 
to pay 25% of the grant. City Manager/Police 
Chief Dave Robinson said he is seeking the 
grant though Wayne County’s ARPA funds 
and the grant has a better chance of being 
offered if the municipality is pitching in. 

Deputy City Manager/DDA Manager 
Tim McLean was asked what changes are 
proposed under the grant and he responded 
that there would be utility services, sidewalk, 
fence, bathroom, kitchenette, flooring, and 
drywall. Striping for the parking lot was also 
in his memo. 

DDA member James Chudzinski said it 
says “chainlink fence” on the engineer’s cost 
estimate which would be more for keeping 
people out. 

City Manager/Chief Robinson said no, that 
it is for decorative fencing. He added that the 
cement part would serve the Iron Belle Trail 
that goes through the city. 

The plan is for a separate building for 
“rustic” bathrooms and the in-station 
bathrooms to be upgraded. His plan is for 
a senior center gathering spot at Victory 
Station, which is a huge part of the grant, he 
said. 

“I want it appealing,” he said, adding 
that social service groups are interested in 
holding meetings there. 


He said there is a massive development 
at the bridge and he wants development at 
this end of town. He pointed out the Sumpter 
Road Corridor is being developed by Van 
Buren Township. 

DDA member Kelly McWilliams said she 
thought the Iron Belle Trail had been nixed. 

“It’s back on in stages,’ Chief Robinson 
said, noting he had been to a meeting about 
it. 

When asked about the size of Victory 
Station, he replied it is less than 1,000 square 
feet. When asked about showers, he said 
showers are already in there. 

Mayor Kerreen Conley, who sits on the 
DDA, said the fence has needed repair 
because people sit on it and that’s what 
breaks it. More benches are to be put in as 
part of the grant. 

The DDA passed a resolution to be sent 
to Wayne County committing itself to the 
match. 

Also at the one-hour May 18 meeting, the 
DDA: 

e Approved the 2022-23 budget as presented 
with estimated revenues of $836,000, down 
from actual revenue of $858,000 in 2021- 
22. There is a fund balance of $833,136.86, 
just under 100%. Expenditures are estimated 
at $920,923.25. Mayor Conley said the 
estimated revenue may be over-conservative 
since 100% of the increase in taxes from the 
new construction goes to the DDA. DDA 
member McWilliams said she didn’t see any 
figures for partnerships and marketing in the 
economic development part of the budget 
and chairperson Alicia McGovern said they 
can amend the budget later. DDA District 


Maintenance paid to the city went from 
$184,275 in 2021-22 to $296,927 in the new 
budget. Mayor Conley said this is the first 
time the DDA passed its budget before the 
city and before June; 

e Approved the purchasing policy created 
by McLean that allows him to spend up to 
$2,000 a month getting the best pricing and 
without approval of the board. “Thank you,” 
Mayor Conley said. “I think it’s a policy.” 
Conley had insisted a proper policy be put 
in place for the spending of the residents’ 
money; 

e Approved the minutes of the last 
meeting, adding that last year’s Food Truck 
Wednesday will not be done this year 
because of often conflicting with events in 
Van Buren Township; 

e Heard McLean report that the city has 
been awarded a $40,000 grant from the 
Detroit-Wayne Mental Health Authority for 
the Summer Youth Employment Program. 
The city is looking to employ up to ten 
youths for at least 24 hours per week to help 
the seasonal DPW crew. Candidates, from 
age 14 with a worker’s permit up to 26, may 
apply at city hall or fill out an application on 
the website. Driver’s license is not required 
for this job. McLean also said conditional 
offers of employment have been made to two 
candidates for the seasonal DPW positions; 

e Heard DDA member Jennifer Winter say 
she is for the youth program, but is someone 
going to be overseeing them? She said last 
year she found workers in the alley kicking 
rocks and talking and she said she told them 
to get to work. “They will be supervised,” 
McLean said; 


e Heard Elias Guadalupe, II, president 
of the Victoria Commons Homeowner 
Association, ask about the second phase 
Village Park was supposed to have. He said 
the play structure there is already broken 
and it is just for the young. He would like 
something for older kids, since their parents 
won’t let them go alone to Victory Park. 
Also the cement pad at the park is broken 
up and the restrooms are not open. Robinson 
said the restrooms are seasonal and are being 
cleaned up for the season. Guadalupe said 
someone was injured playing basketball 
there. Richardson-Williams, who also lives 
at Victoria Commons, said she posted on 
the “Next Door” site, asking people to say 
what should be done with the asphalt area. 
Should it be a pickleball court or just ripped 
out? Guadalupe said he thinks it should be a 
pavilion for parents to sit down and watch 
their children and have a picnic, a shaded 
area, maybe with a charcoal grill like at the 
Metroparks. McGovern said it will be placed 
on the next DDA agenda for discussion; 

e Heard Richardson-Williams say she 
would like to see one dog waste station each 
at Horizon and Victory parks and two at 
Village Park. McGovern said she would like 
the association to bring a plan to the DDA 
with budget and ideas as a partnership; and 

e Heard Conley say there was a lot of 
discussion at the last meeting on partnership 
opportunities. She said she would like to have 
a report from the economic development 
subcommittee. McGovern said there also 
should be quotes for a marketing company 
to hire.

Supt. reveals plan 
for community 
program at schools 


On Monday, after hearing resident Reg 
Ion ask about letting the community use 
the high school swimming pool it paid for 
with tax dollars, School Supt. Pete Kudlak 
said he has been thinking about community 
use of the district’s buildings. 

He said last week he met with Van 
Buren Township on a different subject. He 
referred to signing the agreement on the 
township’s lease of Haggerty School for 
a temporary senior center as construction 
work progresses on their present building. 

Supt. Kudlak said he has had a lot of 
meetings with VBT and learned they 
don’t really have a community education 
department. He said people sign up for 
private classes and the township gets a 
percentage of what they pay. 

He said most schools have community 
programs, but he didn’t want to step on 
any toes with VBT. But he doesn’t have to 
worry. He said he is looking into programs 
such as floor hockey, art, entry-level sports, 
really-young soccer, finance, community 
policing, adult computer classes, 
photography, and whatever else they can 
think of with staff or others teaching. It 
would cost parents money. 

“Its a great way to get community 
members into the buildings.” It would be 
more organized than just renting out the 
rooms the way they do now, he said. He 
didn’t say “pool,” but it looks like there’s 
hope for community use of the pool, after 
all.

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Re: Sumpter Township 
property auction 


To the editor: 

Apparently while I was out on business 
the Sumpter Township Board of Trustees 
(mainly Rush, Oddy, and Bowman) 
decided it was a good idea to now auction 
off township-owned properties, since their 
last attempt was thwarted by the truth. 

Instead of approaching this from a 
methodical process, it seems like they have 
just picked a list of properties and decided 
it is time to unload them. As for their 
motives for picking these exact properties, 
it’s unclear but someone has plans for them 
and the lack of transparency on this process 
should be very alarming to the public. 

These properties now include the 
following: Sumpter Rd — Parcel ID 81- 
016-99-0014-715; Wear Rd — Parcel ID 
81-080-99-0016-000; Martinsville Rd — 
Parcel ID 81-102-99-0016-000; Willow Rd 
— Parcel ID 81-114-99-0014-010; Willow 
Rd — Parcel ID 81-114-99-0014-011; 
Willow Rd — Parcel ID 81-114-99-0014- 
712; Rawsonville Rd — Parcel ID 81-122- 
99-0007-701; Martinsville Rd — Parcel ID 
81-136-99-00 12-000. 

If you live near one of these properties, 
you might be interested to know that they 
won’t be auctioned off somewhere inside of 
township limits. From what I understand, 
the plan is to auction these properties off 
at the pavilion at Quirk Park in Van Buren. 
While I like Van Buren, it is curious why 
they have decided to go there and not stay 
inside the Sumpter Township area for 
maximum visibility. Maybe it goes back to 
that lack of transparency issue that I have 
with the board. 

If you are curious about the future for 
some of these properties, don’t worry, Oddy 
will tell you that we live in a democracy, 
because he apparently fell asleep in high 
school civics class and that he was elected 
to do whatever he wants essentially. 

I am reminding of the exchange I had 
with the board back on March 8 which is 
on YouTube (you can look it up, around 
1 hour 30 minutes) where I had to remind 
the board that we live in a republic. The 
difference might not seem important, 
however let me try to explain this. If 
50.01% of the people got together and 
decided it is okay to steal your money 
(or whatever) in a democracy that would 
be legal. In our constitutionally limited 
republic, we have rights (US and Michigan 
State Constitutions) that prevent tyranny 
and through representation we have a voice 
on matters that we agree or disagree with 
for a given situation. The smallest minority 
is the individual and once public discourse 
forgets this we are set for corruption where 
the politicians are out to make money for 
themselves and their cronies. 

I would like to remind the board 
that Michigan Law says you need to 
have readable signs on the properties, 
announcements in the locally hard-copy 
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distributed paper, and in other public 
viewable areas for at least 6 weeks before 
selling can take place. 

However, the board will just use a work 
around to make what they want to do legal 
by passing an ordinance making it legal for 
them to sell these properties. Remember 
it’s about doing this quickly before the 
public notices.

have limited work staff and couldn’t have 
part of the staff work to cover five days and 
cover vacations and lunches. 

Sumpter said no one would go without a 
building permit and you can pay taxes on 
line or put the payment in the box out front.

restrictions the township puts in place. 

“That’s why this is a pilot,” said Clerk Leon 
Wright. “We’re losing personnel and can’t 
get new employees. People choose families 
over work now ... We hear that 4 p.m. is too 
early to close ... I think 5 0’clock will solve 
a lot of issues ... It’s poor planning to come 
for a permit on a Friday ... We’ll do a trial.” 

“What happens after the trial period?” 
Trustee Martin asked. 

Sumpter said they will survey the employees 
each month and watch the counters to hear 
what the residents say. 

“Fridays are dead,” McNamara said. 

“I’m the person from the old school,” 
said Treasurer Budd referring to Sumpter’s 
comments. She said she got two phone 
calls with comments on the proposal. She 
recalled the swing shifts during the COVID 
pandemic. 

“I think 10 hours is going to be a long 
day for employees,” Treasurer Budd said. 
“And, I'll be here if they have to be here. 
All federal holidays are on Mondays and 
that leaves only three days the township will 
be open.” 

“Now we are giving them paid half-hour 
lunch to meet their 40 hours,” Budd said. 
“T’m not in favor, but I’m not too old to try 
it.” 

“Tf it is working, we'll work it out with 
the unions,’ McNamara said. “It ends Sept. 
2 without board approval.” 

Sumpter said there are employees who 
don’t want it with old-school mentality, but 
they will work with it. 

“All in all, I think we can give it a try,”

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Sumpter said. 

“There are people who are used to doing 
it one way and don’t want to change,” said 
trustee Sherry Frazier. “We should give it a 
try.” 

Trustee Reggie Miller said she prefers 
not to say “old school,” but instead, “just 
different perspectives.” 

“Three-day weeks? I don’t know how that 
will work,” Trustee Miller said. “We need a 
proper way of evaluating it.” 

In other business at the one-hour-20- 
minute meeting on May 17, the board: 

e Approved the Haggerty Subdivision 
Private Sidewalk Program at an estimated 
township cost of $625,152, including 
$26,677.20 the township will supplement 
without recuperation which will be used to 
fund sidewalk repairs and replacements in 
approaches to roads. The first notice was 
to be sent out to residents this week with 
the estimated cost. After the bids property 
owners will get a notice of how much it 
would cost using the contractor chosen 
by the township. Property owners may 
contract out the work for their properties 
themselves, if desired. McNamara said the 
township is lending the money out to its own 
homeowners to get the dangerous sidewalks 
fixed and giving them three years to pay it 
back; 

e Approved a lease agreement with Van 
Buren Public Schools to use Haggerty 
Elementary School for temporary Senior 
Center operations while the Community 
Center is being built and the Senior Center 
remodeled with a budget amendment of 
$85,600 for 2022. The expenses for 2023 
will be addressed in the 2023 budget. The 
Senior Center is expected to move out of the 
building at the end of 2023. There is no lease 
cost for the building except maintenance and 
utilities. The proposed hours of operation 
for the Senior Center at Haggerty will be 
7:30 a.m. to 4 p.m. Monday through Friday, 
regardless of changes to the township hall 
hours; 

e Approved adding a Human Resource line 
item of $70,350 to the supervisor’s budget. 
Expenses for Human Resources historically 
have been pulled from all the departments 
“other” accounts. The expenses include 
$20,000 of COVID testing and $15,000 
for quarterly trainings. Also included 
are retirement luncheons and employee 
appreciations; and 

e Approved the selection of RNA facilities 
management for the 2022-24 landscaping 
maintenance services for the three-year total 
at $95,260, the lowest of three bids. RNA 
will take care of trees, landscaping, flower 
tending, edging, pruning, pulling weeds at 
all township facilities.

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Court Watching: 
Moore’s jury trial set 


Dec. 12 for 2017 murder 
of Egypt Covington

The murder cases against the three 
defendants in the shooting death of 
Elizabeth (Egypt) Covington on June 22, 
2017 in Van Buren Township are taking 
different directions. 

Timothy Eugene Moore, 35, of Toledo, 
who is believed to have done the actual 
shooting of Covington, has been in the 
Wayne County Jail since his Nov. 8, 2020 
arrest, along with the two other defendants. 

Moore’s final conference at Frank Murphy 
Hall of Justice was April 27 before Wayne 
County Circuit Court Judge Wanda A. 
Evans. She set the jury trial for Dec. 12 in 
her courtroom. 

Moore is charged with 1* degree 
premeditated murder, felony murder, home 
invasion-1* degree, and four counts of 
weapons-felony firearm. Another count 
of possession of a weapon by a felon was 


March 25, 2021. 

Shandon R Groom, 28, of Toledo, 
another defendant in the case, had his case 
separated from the other two defendants 
on Feb. 8, after Judge Evans heard and 
granted a motion to sever his case from the 
others and have a separate file. A motion 
hearing on his case was set for April 22 and 
then adjourned until May 9. 

Groom has pled not guilty to charges of 
homicide—felony murder, home invasion— 
1* degree, premeditated 1* degree murder, 
and three counts of weapons—felony 
firearm. 

On March 22, Shane Lamar Evans, 32, 
of Sumpter Township, had an order for a 
competency evaluation signed by Judge 
Evans. A review date on his case is set for 
May 31 before Judge Evans. 

Shane Evans was charged with homicide— 
felony murder and home invasion—1* 
degree. 

All three would face life in prison if 
convicted of their charges.
